Parchment-Roll. Its Latin Name is Vigornia, 
called by the Cambro Britains, Cairurangon, 
and in Ninnius his Catalogue Caer-Guorangon, 
and Caer-Guorcon. Afterwards, when poſſeſ—- 


ſed by our Saxon Anceſtors, it was called 


Meogareceaſter, Hegeornaceaſter, and Wyre- 
ceaſter. This laſt has been by ſome fondly + 
imagined to be derived from Whre-Foreft, 


which is near twelve Miles diſtant in another 
County, viz. Shropſhire. The preſent Name 
of Worceſter ſeems to be moſt probably a Cor- 
ruption of Virceſter, which is but the Change 
of a Vowel, or a ContraGion of Weogorceſter. 
On the South: ſide of this City ſtands the Ca- 
thedral firſt founded, dedicated to St. Peter, 
and made the Seat of an Epiſcopal Throne in 
680 by Sexulfus, Biſhop of the Mercians, 


who placed in it Szcular Canons, or Married 
Presbyters; who were afterwards routed by | 
St. Oſwald, the great Patron of the Monks,

who in 969 founded this Church, and Mo- 


naſtery adjoining, which he dedicated to 
the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, and in it erected 
twenty eight Altars. In 1084 this Church 
was demoliſhed, and rebuilt in a much more 
magnificent Manner by St. Wulſtan, who at a 
great Expence enſhrined the Reliques of the 
Former Founder.

7525 of M. ds writing of the Priorj 
of Worceſter, in the Time of St. Wol/tan, 
who was Biſhop of that See, from the Reign 
of King Edward the Confeſſor, to William Ru. 
fus, reporteth, That the Monks of that Houſe, 
who in Fa of Life aſpired to the Height 
of Perfection, became Hermits in the Wil

the periſhing World, and in the Caves of thoſe 
ſhort time his Number to three hundred Her- 


ceited that this Priory was firſt but a Col- 


of St. Benedict's Order. But when I did read 


this Foundation; unleſs gathering theſe Monks 
into a Convent, he gained thereby the Name 
| of a Founder. But howſoever, this Priory 
| was founded by Alwin An. Dom. 1083. and 
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derneſs of Malvern, inſomuch as one religious 
Man, exciting, others by his Example, to fly 


deſerted to ſeek eternal Felicity; increas'd in 
mits. Conſidering this, I Have often con- 


lection of thoſe Hermits into a Monaſtical 
Body ; for theſe were, as thoſe of Worceſter, 


that Alwin, a Monk, was Founder of this 
Priory, then { grew to a more certain Perſwa- 
fion it was ſo. Yet a religious Man could 
not be enabled hereunto, becauſe he was not 
capable of any earthly Goods, and ſo could 
not give to others what was not in himſelf; 
wherefore I muſt either think, that he firſt 
erected this Priory, and then entred into Re- 
ligion, or elſe that being a Monk he begged 
of the Charity of others ſo much as perfected 


18 Willielm. II. and being dedicated to St. Mary, 
Mother of God, was ſubordinate to the Abby 
of Weſtmmſter. The firſt and greateſt Bene- 
factor to this Priory was King Henry the 
Third, and King Edward his Son, who, out 
of their mighty Power, were able to beſtow 
moſt, The next was Gilbert de Clare, Earl of 


Glou- 
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Garden, his Paſſion, and Death on the Crols, 
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Glouceſter, who being Lord. of the Foreſt of 
Malvern, poured out his Charity on theſe re- 
Ugious Monks. Osbert, and Richard, Sur- 
named both De Pontibus, were alſo Benefactors, 


and theſe are the auncienteſt. To deſcend to 


latter Ages, the Windows ſhew the Royal 
Munificence of Henry the VIIth, his Queen, 
and Prince Arthur, the Duke of Glouceſter, 
after King ; with many Lords, Knights, and 
Gentlemen, and Sir Reginald Bray, moſt emi- 
nent among the Re- edifyers of that beautiful 


Church, the Glaſs whereof is a Mirror, where- 


in we may ſee how to believe, how to live, 
how to die, how to paſs through Temporality 
to Eternity.

Hereas the right Reverend Father 
VV in God, Dr. John Hacket, late 
Lord Biſhop of Lichfield and Coventry, 
out of his great kindneſs to Trinity College 
in Cambridge (of which Society he ſome 
time was a molt worthy Member and Or- 

nament) did enlarge the ſame wirh a fair 
Building, the yearly Rents whereof he 

did out of his great Wiſdom aſſign to be 
employed in buying Books for the Libra- 

ry of the ſaid College: And whereas the 
_ preſent Library, notwithſtanding much 
coſt, laid out in ſupporting and repairing 
it, is found too weak a Fabrick for the 
great weight of Frames and Books, al- 
ready contained in it, ſo that its failing 
for a long time hath been feared ; that 
fear growing with frequent Acceſſions of 

new Books thereto : However aſſuredly it 
cannot either for ſtrength or capacity be 
fit to receive the Addition of Books in- 
tended by our noble Benefactor, (whoſe 
intentions we reſolve exactly to perform) 
and by other Donations conſtantly accru- 
ing 
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ing to it: We the Maſter and Fellows of 
the ſaid College have entertained a deſign 
of erecting a new Library in a place very 
convenient for uſe, and for the grace of 
the College, intending to enlarge the New 
Court, called NeviPs-Conrt, and by ad- 
joyning the Library to make it up a 
fair Quadrangle. The accompliſhment of 
which deſign, beſide the advantages from 

it to this Society, will, as we conceive, 

yeild much Ornament to the Unzverſity, 
and ſome Honour to the Nation : Where- 
fore as we our ſelves have not been want- 
ing by a free contribution of Mony, ac- 
cording to the Abilities of each One, to 
ſet it on foot; ſo we do earneſtly recom- 
mend the furtherance of it to all gener- 
ous Perſons, Favourers of Learning, and 
Friends to the Uuiverſities; eſpecially to 

thoſe, who have had any part of their 

Education in this College; humbly re- 

queſting and hoping from them, that now 
upon ſo needful and worthy an occaſion 
they will expreſs their affections to Learn- 
ing, and to this Royal Nurſery thereof: 
Whereby as they will at preſent enjoy the 
ſatisfaction of having in ſo noble a way 
benefited the publick, and obliged Poſteri- 
ty; ſo they ſhall certainly perpetuate their 
own Memory with Honour, by ſo conſpi- 
cuous and durable a Monument of their
